of Ru shville. 
The m an had evidently been 
dead abou t five days for decom­ 
position had set 
in and

featu res were almost beyond re­ 
cognition. Coroner Lowell 
M. 
Green after his inqu est at 
the 
W yatt u ndertaking 
establish­ 
m ent last night, said th a t here 
was little dou bt bu t th a t it was a 
case of mu rder. 
A bu llet hole was fou nd abou t 
three inches below 
the 
left 
breast. The gu n had 
evidently 
been fired at close range for the 
bu llet 
had 
passed 
entirely 
throu gh the m an’s body 
and 
had left powder bu rns on 
the 
flesh and clothing abou t 
the 
wou nd. 
Taylor discovered the body in 
a w heat field as he crossed it to 
see some hogs on his farm. The 
body was pitched forward on its 
face. No gu n was fou nd near the 
body and no abandoned car had 
been reported in the -neighbor­ 
hood scf th at the su icide theory 
was scou ted.

Growers of wine grapes in Cali­ 
fornia are prospering under pro­ 
hib ition. 
Since 1919, the acreage devot­ 
ed to grapes for wine-making 
purposes has increased 
nearly 
1,000 per cent, according to the 
California State Deparm ent 
of 
Agriculture. 
Reports compiled for 1928 in­ 
dicate tha t thirsty 
Americans 
no longer look to France, Italy 
and the Balkans for their wine, 
b ut are 
now 
consuming 
the 
home product in b igger and b et­ 
ter quantities. 
California farm ers realize this 
with the result tha t many are 
tearing up their raisin and tab le 
grape crops and planting 
wine 
crops. Others are waiting until 
the tab le and 
raisin 
varieties 
are no longer b earing and then 
are planting wine juice stock. 
All counties in the state, with 
two or three exceptions, are 
growing grapes for shipm ent to 
eastern wine m arkets. 
Sixteen 
counties grow no other varieties. 
Grape growers in California 
fought tooth and nail 
against 
the 18th am endm ent, declaring 
tha t it m eant 
utter 
ruin 
to 
them. When it did go into effect, 
many of them gave up their 
vineyards immediately. 
Those 
who had faith tha t the am end­ 
m ent would b e repealed soon, 
stuck b y their crops, and they 
prospered so 
amazingly that 
they don’t care now if it ever is 
repealed. 
-The rapid expansion of the 
grape industry in California as 
compared with the rest of the 
United States has b een prim ar­ 
ily the result 
of prohib ition,” 
declares a report of the D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture, in explain­ 
ing the unusual growth of the 
wine grape growing industry. 
“Before 1915 practically none 
of the grapes shipped from the 
state were designed 
for 
w film­ 
making. By 1921, however, 
al­ 
most 20,000 carloads 
of 
juice 
stock were shipped, and in 1927 
an average of 75,000 carloads, or 
approximately 80 per 
cent 
of 
California’s 
grape 
shipm ents 
have b een wine juice stocks.” 
In 1915 there were less than 
2,000 acres of wine grapes grow­ 
ing under the California sun, b ut 
the estim ated acreage of 1928 is 
187,591 acres of juice stock, with 
an increase of 6,827 acres. While 
tab le and raisin grapes have de­ 
clined somewhat,

An ex pert on 
su ch m atters assu res me this is 
the best way to proceed, and if 
y ou do not possess any of these 
old-fashioned commodities it is 
well worth while to get some, 
becau se hav ing bedding cleaned 
away from home is q u ite ex pen­ 
siv e. You can v ery soon sav e the 
cost of the stretchers. 
Choose a warm su nny day and 
wash one q u ilt or blanket at a 
time—and then stretch it ou t o* 
the roof or in the back y ard. By 
u sing the stretchers the blank­ 
et or q u ilt is kept perfectly ev en 
at 
the edges, 
is kept from 
shrinking as it dries and dries 
ev enly . If swu ng on a line the 
water drops downward, some­ 
times staining the blanket or 
q u ilt and spoiling the shape. 
If y ou do not want to get the 
stretchers then the nex t best 
thing to do is to arrange two 
clothes lines 
ru nning parallel 
abou t the distance apart of the 
width or length of the cov er. Pin 
the cov er secu rely along these 
lines so that it is held ou t par­ 
allel to the grou nd. This will 
keep the edges straight and per­ 
mit ev en dry ing.

A bullet hole was round about

been fired at close range for the

had left powder burns on the 
flesh and clothing about

Rev. J. T. Scull, In Rotary Club 


Address, Compares Thumb 


With Rest Of The

Fingers 


SPEAKS INDIVIDUALITY 


AS A CHARACTERISTIC 


Suggests That One Should Al- 


ways be Himself. And f>ot 


Imitate Others 


The lowly thumb and its im- 


portance in expressing individ- 
uality, and a comparison of the 
thumb and its relation to the 
fingers 'formed the theme for a 
very interesting arid entertain- 
ing dissertation on some of the 
problems of the day, by the Rev. 
Jbhn T. Scull, Jr., district super- 
intendent of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, at the weekly lun- 
cheon of the Rushville Rotary 
club at the Odd Fellows temple 
today. 


H. E. Havens was in charge of 


the program and presented the 
speaker. A. G. Haydon, vice pres- 
ident of the club, presided 
in 


the absence of the 
president, 


Charles F. Wilson. P. G. Brown 
of Purdue university • and Ho- 
ward Ewbank, county treasurer, 
were present as guests. 


The Rev. Mr. Scull said he was 


reminded of the importance of 
the thumb by recalling a bit of 
history concerning the fate of a 
king who was captured by his 
enemies and his thumbs cut off. 


"The thumb is interesting," he 


stated, "because it speaks indi- 
viduality perhaps more than 
any other characteristic. Faces 
change from year to year, but 
you can always be detected by 
your thumb." 


The speaker related an in- 


stance when he visited the 
rogue's gallery to Chicago and 
the importance of the thumb 
was impressed upon him. He 
was told, he asserted, that there 
was only one chance to 64 billion 
that a person's thumb would 
"change, hence the use of thumb 
prints in detecting criminals. 


"The thumb is 
distinctively, 


individual," he added, "and it 
suggests to me—be yourself. So 
much of the trouble in the world 
is due to trying to imitate 
others. Anybody can tell you 
what is the' matter with the 
world. We all have our pet reas- 
ons for our troubles, but I can 
tell you one of the troubles is 
extravagance. And that is due 
to nothing more than trying 
to pattern after others. It is the 
breeder of much j)f our social 
evils. Mark Twain once said 
"Live within your income even 
if you have to borrow 
the 


money." And • it appears that 
some fellows are trying to fol- 
low this advice. 


"Much of the distress to the 


world today is caused by people

means. Live your own life. Fol- 
low your own bent. A good •part-

Agriculture. 
Reports compiled for 1928' in-; 


dicate that thirsty American! 
no longer look to France, Italy 
and the Balkans for their wine, 
but are now consuming 
tfief 


home product in bigger and bet- 
ter quantities. 


California farmers realize this 


with the result that many are 
tearing up their raisin and table 
grape crops and planting wine, 
crops. Others are watting until 
the table and raisin varieties 
are no longertearlhg; arid then' 
are planting wipie Juice; stock. 
"All counties in the state, with" 
two or threi| exceptions, are 
•'growing grapes/'Jtor shipment to 
eastern wine''markets. Sixteen 
counties grow no other varieties. 


Grape growers in California' 


fought tooth fn|d nail against 
the 18th amendment, declaring 
that it meant Gutter ruin, to 
them. When it did go into effect, 
many of them gave up their 
vineyards immediately. Those 
who had faith that the amend- 
ment would be repealed soon, 
stuck by their crops, and they 
prospered so .amazingly that 
they don't care now if it ever is 
repealed. 


"The rapid expansion of the 


grape industry in California as 
compared with the rest of the 
United States has been primar- 
ily the result of prohibition," 
declares a report of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in explain- 
ing the unusual growth of the 
wine grape growing industry. 


-Before 1915 practically none 


of the grapes shipped from jfhe 
state were designed for 
wflnp- 


making. By 1921, however, al- 
most 20,000 carloads of juice 
stock were shipped, and in 1927 
an average of 75,000 carloads, or 
approximately 80 per cent of 
California's 
grape shipments 


have been wine juice stocks." 


In 1915 there were less than 


2,000 acres of wine grapes grow- 
ing under the California sun, but 
the estimated acreage of 1928 is 
187,591 acres of juice stock, with 
an increase of 6,827 acres. While 
table and raisin grapes have de- 
clined somewhat, wine grapes 
have 
increased 
enormously 


every year since 1919, the report 
reveals.

drying blankets, bed quilts and 
'•comfortable"? An expert on 
such matters assures me this is 
the best way to proceed, and if 
you do not possess any of these 
old-fashioned commodities it is 
well worth while to get some, 
because having bedding cleaned 
away from home is quite expen- 
sive. You ca,n very soon save, the 
cost of the stretchers. 


Choose a warm sunny day and 


wash one quilt or blanket at a 
tim«—and then stretch it out e~ 
the roof or in the i»ack yard. By 
using the stretchers, the blank- 
et or quilt is kept perfectly even 
at 
the edges, is kept from 


shrinking as it dries and dries 
evenly. If swung on a line the 
water drops downward, some- 
times staining the blanket or 
quilt and spoiling the shape. 


If you do not want to get the 


stretchers then the next best 
thing to do is to .arrange two 
clothes lines running parallel 
about the distance apart of the 
•width or length of the cover. Pin 
the cover securely along these 
lines so that it is held out par- 
allel to the ground. This will 
keep the edges straight and per- 
mit even drying.

Much Mystery Over Finding 


of Man, Probably Murdered

man was a citizen- of 
some 


means. His clothing was of good 
taste and of excellent 
quality. 


He wore a gray, summer weight, 
Hart Schaffner and Marx suit, 
oxfords and clean linen. 
The 


body appeared to be that of a 
man over forty years of age, 
about five feet, eight inches tall 
and weighing about 140 pounds. 
His oxfords were size six. His 
straw hat was found 
crushed 


beneath the body. 


Every indication pointed 
to 


Cincinnati as the man's home. 
All the articles of clothing bore 
Cincinnati dealer labels and the 
contents of his pockets 
gave 


valuable clues that may lead to 
his identification. The Cincin^ 
nati police department was in- 
formed last night and are work- 
ing on the case.- 


What is considered the most 


valuable clue is a pair of spec- 
tacles found on the man's per- 
son. These are of a new and un- 
usual shape. The case indicated 
that they had been purchased 
but recently and the name of 
the dealer was on the case. It is 
hoped to trace him through this 
dealer. 
u 


A shriner's emblem was on the 


lapel of his coat and a frater- 
nity ring on one hand. The ring 
had the Greek letters 
Delta 


Theta Phi on the citest. Another 
valuable clue was found on the 
neck band of the man's shirt. It 
had a laundry mark with the in- 
itials "E. A. C." 


Contents of his pockets 
in- 


cluded a green Schaffer fountain 
pen, a small black-: note-book 
with notations in«pencil but no 
addresses, about $1.95 in 
silver 


of which an 1830 half-dollar was 
evidently a pocket piece, a key 
that might fit a garage or a 
house with a gold- watch-chain 
through the hole in the key, a> 
gold! cigarette case with one cig- 
arette, and a 'silk glove 
that 


might have been a man's driving 
glove or a woman's glove. 


The body indicated that the 


man had small feet and hands 
and gave indications both 
in 


dress and appearance of being a 
traveling salesman. -The absence* 
of papers, a,wallet, with 
any 


large amount'of money, and no 
watch, led local police to ad- 
vance the theory of robbery as 
a motive for the murder. It was 
believed that the 
crime had 


been committed in 
Cincinnati 


and the body brought to Rush 
county in an automobile where 
it was unceremoniously dumped

Indications that point to the 


man being in his prime of life 
were confined chiefly to his hair 
and teeth. The mouth 
showed 


a full set of teeth that had been 
well taken care of and preserved. 
A small amount of dental work' 
had been donff chiefly of silver 
fillings. 
The man's hair 
was 


black and thick with no indica- 
tion of baldness although much 
of it had been left at the field 
through deterioration of 
the 


body. 
« 


The length of time that the 


man had been dead was placed 
at five days at the most. Wheat 
had been cut hi the field and 
hauled last Wednesday through 
the gate near which the body 
was found. It is believed that a 
careful check on the part of the 
Cincinnati 
police department 


will reveal the identity of the 
man. 


The spot where the -body was 


found is exactly 5 3-4 miles 
from the city limits of Rushville. 
To reach the spot from Rush- 
ville the 
following route is: 


south,on U. S. road 52 4 miles 
to detour; take angling road to^ 
right, jog at the Ppston home- 
stead, and at Perkins corner, 5J 
miles from Rushville, turn dir- 
ectly east; cross covered bridge 
and stop at first gate on south 
side of road about i mile from 
Perkins corner. The body was 
found near the fence running 
north and s6uth from the gate 
about 30 feet south of the road. 
Face was down, and head was 
toward fence.. The position is 
about three miles west of New 
Salem.
